On  the  Navajo  Nation,  officials  are  hauling  water  to 
Montezuma  Creek,  Utah,  and  Haichita,  Utah,  two  communities  of  a few  hundred  people  that 
typically  receive  water  from  the  San  Juan,  said  Deenise  Becenti,  a spokeswoman  for  the  Navajo 
Tribal  Utility  Authority.”
